Tin Plate. 


It is funny to read that tin plate 
bas increased a half a cent a poun 
because of the action of the new 
tariff. It is funny to read it be- 
cause the increased duty, on tin 
plate does not take effect until next 
July. In the meantime heavy tin 
plate plants are being established 
in three different points in the 
United States. New machinery is 
being adopted in those plants which 
will greatly faciliate the making 
of the article. The Salt Lake Tri- 
bune says: The Black ilill tin ore 
is fourteen times purer than the 
best tin ore of Europe. Now if 
within two years because of these 
works the same revolution should 
be brought around that was in the 
manufacture of steel rails, and tin- 
ware should actually be reduced 
from twenty-five to fifty per cent 
below its present cost, what would 
our free trade friends say then? 
We paid to Engiand last year 
twenty-one million dollars for tin 
plate. Probably this year it will 
be more. What if, under this tar-

shores’ Quite as great miracice 
have been performed. The estab- 
lishing of the plants for making 
steel rails in this country caused 
the price to drop fifty per cent at 
once. Since then rails have drop- 
ped from eighty dollars to twenty- 
seven dollars. Suppose the same 
thing should be done by tin plate! 

The only doubt we have about 
it is the doubt about the quantity 
of tin in the black Hill ores. The 
accounts are so conflicting from 
there that we do not know what 
to believe, though Professor Vin- 
cent, who is well known in this 
region, declares that he has studied 
the mines for two years, and that 
the deposits are enormous and 
rich beyond anything ever known 
before. Suppose we all wait and 
see how much the tariff really does 
put upon tit plates. 


Our exports to Canada in 1855 
were $27,825,676, but under the 
operation of reciprocity then com- 
menced they dwindled in twelve 
years down to $15,243,834, while 
the exports of Canada to the 
United States increased from $12,- 
182,314 to 146,199,477. When the 
treaty began the balance of trade 
had been eight millions annually 
in our favor, and that paid in 
specie, but at the end the balance 
against us to be paid in specie in a 
single year was thirty millions, 
Here was a yearly positive loss of 
over five millions of our export 
trade and a loss of thirty-eight 
millions of specie, all going to en- 
rich the Canada’s at oul expense.

A Touching Little Story of the 
Johnstown Flood. 


After the toasts of the dinner of the 
Johnstown correspondents at the Fel- 
lowcraft Club on Saturday night, and 
when reminiscences were in order, some 
chance remark brought out from Gen- 
eral D. H. Hastings, who, having been 
the benefactor of the newspaper men at 
Johnstown, had become their guest in 
New York, a story of the flood, which, 
though it has waited a full year for the 
telling, has the freshness and delicacy 
of a newly-plucked flower, and the al- 
ways new odor of heroism inseparable 
from a tale of noble actions, even 
though the hero be buta tramp. This 
is the way the General told it: 

“It was the night after the flood, and 
I had arrived on the spot only a short 
time before, after driving sixty miles 
over the mountains. You know whata 
horrible thing darkness was in Johns- 
town anyhow, and that was the first 
night, and the worst. A few of us were 
standing on the bank overlooking the 
plain and the smoldering debris, at the 
bridge, saying nothing and trying not to 
think. Presently some one pulled a few 
pieces of wreck together and built a fire. 
We could see each other then, and one 
of the toughest looking men I ever saw 
in my life, and it took a pretty ragged 
and dirty and miserable man to attract 
attention in Jobnstown then, hunted 
around until he found a battered old 
can, and in it he made some coffee over 
the fire and handed it.around to us. 1 
said, when he handed me mine: 

J suppose you've lost every thing?’ 

Wo always made some remark like 
that to a stranger then; it seemed about 
the only natural thing to say. 

„No,“ said he, ‘didn’t lose any thing.’ 

„ou belong here?’ said I. 

** *Nop,’ said he. 

Got friends here?’ 

1 * ‘Nop.’ | 

„Look here,’ said I, ‘who are you, 
anyhow?’ 

„Well,“ he sort of muttered, ‘I’m what 
they call a tramp.’ 

Then ne seemed to brighten up and 
said: , 

'I toll ye: Iain’t done a stroke o 
work in more’n four year, but I just hap- 
pened to come along here, an’ I tell you 
it just knocked me out. I seen all these 
people with nothing left an’ nobody to 
help em, an’ I just pitched in fore I 
knew it. I ain’t much good, but I done 
all I could, an’ I'm going to stay here 
now as long as I kin be of any help.’ 

‘T sort of took an interest in the fel- 
low at that, and told him whol was, and 
that if he'd come round to headquarters 
next day I'd give him some work to do. 
He was on hand early next morning, and 
he said he didn’t mind what he did, so 
we tied a white piece of cotton about his 
hat, marked ‘Morgue’ on it in big let- 
ters, and told him to go and help handle 
the dead. You know what awful work 
that was, but he looked like a ghoul any- 
how, and he didn’t kick at the assign- 
ment. Afteraday or two we noticed that 
he was one of the best men we had. He 
was patient, industrious and kindly, and 
as faithful as a woman. He never 
shirked a task, no matter how hideous, 
and he never stopped as long as there 
was work to do, day or night’ When 
we organized a regular force, I wanted 
to put him on the pay roll, and I asked 
him: 

„What's your name?” 

„Oh, just put me down Jim,“ he 
said; ‘that'll do.’ 

“So as Jim he went down on the roll, 
and that was the only name we ever 
knew him by. Wekept him at work 
about headquarters most of the time, 
and of forty-five of the forty-seven days 
I was in Johnstown I had no more 
steady, hard working, faithful and 
honest man among all the thousand that 
were there. Hedid every thing he was 
set to do so patiently, intelligently and 
uncomplainingly, that we all got to 
think a good deal of him. He remained, 
in appearance, a very tough-looking 
citizen, but as he worked among the 
sick and suffering and miserable, a good 
deal of his toughness wore off. He got 
more refined, somehow, although we 
didn’t think much about it until after- 
ward. 

‘One day the last of the men were 
paid off, and he drew the first money he 
had had since he began to work. 

“What are you geing to do now, 
Jim?” I asked him. 

„Woll. I'll tell you,’ he said. ‘You 
know I ain't always been a tramp; I 
used to have a nice home in Massachu- 
setts and a wife and children, but five 
years ago 1 had some trouble with my 
wife and I went away, and—well, I 
ain't been good for nothing mucn 
since.’ 

„Now. Jim, look here,’ said I, ‘what 
you want todo is to go right back to 
Massachussetts and see if your wife’s 
alive, and look up your children and 
live like a man again.’

Its kind o' changed me, somebow, an’ I 


want to see if Ican’t be somebody my- 
self So I've got some money now, an’ 
I'll go back an’ hunt up my folks, an’ I 
know Ican get work, an’ may be I'll 
get along all right again.’ 

Jim, you're just right,’ Isaid. ‘How 
much have you got? 

“* Sixty-eight dollars, General.’ 

Now, I'll tell you what you do: 


we're all going away in a day or two, 


you know, and you go down to the com- 
missary department and tell em to give 
you a suit of clothes, and fix yourself up 
some, and when I go home I'll take you 
with me, and you can stay a day or two 
with me, and then go on to Massachu- 
setts.’ 

He seemed very grateful. I asked 


| him: 


What will you do when you get 
there? 

Ob, I'll get work again.’ 

„Well, all right; now you go off and 
get a new suit. ard 'll take you home 
with me when I go,’ I said, and Jim hur- 
ried off toward the commissary depart- 
ment. 

“Later in the day he came back. 
You wouldn't have known him. Of 
course the suit wasn’t much, but it was 
neatand clean, and he’d got his hair 
cut and his beard shaved off, and he had 
on a boiled shirt and a necktie. He 
was a big, stalwart fellow, with a hand- 
some, waving mustache, and he looked 
really handsome. But there was some- 
thing the matter with him, and in a 
minute I knew what had spoiled Jim’s 
life. 

Jim,“ I said, ‘you’ ve been drinking.“ 

Well. General,’ said he, ‘you know 
I'm through work now, an’ hadn’t tasted 
a drop ever since 1 been here, so I 
thought I'd just geta quart of whisky
